WAR LOANS

. At a time when attention was centred 
upon a great financial effort it was 
only to be expected that business 
in Stock Exchange securities should 
have continued very quiet and that 
prices of high-grade investment stocks 
should have receded somewhat. 

There were one or two exceptions to 
the movement, for Industrial shares 
displayed considerable firmness, helped 
partly by. some favourable anmounce 
ments. Certain Mining, shares also 
were supported, in which section the 
Selection Trust dividen.i vided a 
welcome surprise. The decline in the 
leading Gilt-edged securities was too 
slight to be described as a set-back, 
and there was no particular fall in 
Home Rails. ; 

With the closing of London'a War 
Weapons Week it is to be assumed that 
markets will show more animation, 
though, obviously, the competition of 
new Government loans must be ex- 
pected for a considerable time to come. 


SAVING AND SPENDING 


Apart from Government disbursements, the. 
amount of savings made available for 
financing the war must depend somewhat 
upon the extent of the reduction in private 
expenditure, which must relate mainly to. 
articles of “Yuxury or those not ubsolutely 
necessary. In the process some interests 
must suffer (such, for example, ns retail 
businesses), but this cannot he avoi-led. 

Subscriptions to new War Loans by 
institutional or corporate investors naturally 
play an important part, but in some measure 
they may represent the employment of other 
people’s money. It is well known that the 
deposits of the great banks have grown 
enormously since the outbreak of war, and 
much of the expansion has gone into new 
Government Securities The utilization of 
bank surpluses by the Treasury  hecomes 
almost automatic, but it is generally 
admitted that if it is adopted on a very 
large scale the risk of inflation is increxsed. 

The most satisfactory form of War Loan 
subscriptions are those of the small savers, 
which represent direct loans to the Govern- 
ment, with ne suggestion of duplication of 
credit, Actually, the Chaneeller of the 
Exchequer must largely depend npon such 
subscriptions, now that the number 
individual owners of great wealth has beeu 
so greatly reduced. 


MUNICIPAL LOANS 


As expected, it was not neceseary to soin: 
the lists open until the latest date fer all 
the Municipal Toans, which it was decided 
to convert to a Z4 per cent. basis. Jn several 
casea the necessary amount of old stock was 
surrendered last week, 60 that the lists were 
closet forthwith. Probably the number of 
successes would have been larger but for the 
absorption of interest in the London War 
Weapons Week. 

The success achieved in these debt con- 
version operations is partly dne to a belief 
that the new 1960/70 per cent. Stock 
will not be obtainable at or below par 
when dealings in it. begin. It would seem 
that in guaranteeing advances in respect of 
any stock that had to be repaid - the 
Treasury ran little risk of having to provide 
a large amount of cash, and certainly the 
Government borrowing programme was not 
disturbed.

AND DRAWINGS 


CUALA INDUSTRIES’ 
EXHIBITION 


Many charming examples of the 
combination of the arts of the printer 
and the painter are to be seen this 
week in the exhibition of books and 
drawings which is being held by Cuala 
Industries, Ltd., at Fuller’s Café, 
Grafton street, Dublin. 

The printing machine, as we know 
it, has been given a very minor place 
in the production of these beautiful 
things. Where it tas been use, it 
has never been allowed to obtrude. 
For example, in the making of the 
illustrations, a block is first produced 
from the original drawing or painting. 
When the black and white impression 
is obtained the painters introduce the 
colouring by hand, and the result is 
the delightful sketches which are used 
by the Cuala Press in the production 
of their books, Christmas cards and 
broadsheets. 

It is natural that with so much 
effort being used only the works of 
the best writers and artists should 
be selected for the process. The 
author’s represented include the late 
Dr. Yeats, Frank O'Connor, 42, James 
Stephens and Stephen Gwynn, while 
among the artists are Jack B. Yeats, 
Lady Glenavy, Thomas Bodxin, Vic- 
tor Brown, Dorothy Blackham and 
Brigid O’Brien: 

Among the latest productions are 
the volume of poems by Donagh 
MacDonagh and Frank O'Connor's 
translation of ‘‘The Lament for Art 
O’Leary.””

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THE GENERAL 


SERVICE IN ST. 
PATRICK’S 
DR. CROZIER ON THE 
MISSIONARY SPIRIT 


REACHING in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin, last night at 
the Service before the opening 

of the General Synod, the Bishop of 
Tuam (the Right Rev. J. W. Crozier, 
D.D.), spoke of the Church overseas: 
the opportunity and challenge to the 
Church at home at this critical time. 

Taking for his text Psalm 67, verses 
1 and 2, he said, in the course of his 
sermon, that God’s purpose to redeem 
mankind proved that the Church that 
Christ founded was meat to 
be universal, and the message of 
His life,“ death and resurrection was 
meant for all mankind. His purpose, 
therefore, was being frustrated in and 
through the members of His Church 
if they were not striving earnestly to 
make known His saving health among 
all nations. 

In spite of all the missionary zeal of — 
the early Church in the fifth and Jater 
the sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, the last one hun- 
dred and forty years had seen the 
most rapid and widespread extension 
of the Christian Church in all the 
centuries. The Gospel had reached not 
merely backward races, or those with 
a decaying religion, but those with an 
ancient religion and highly developed 
culture. 

Having s of the work of the 
Church in India, Africa, China, Japan 
and Corea, and of the problems 
caused by the war, the Bishop men- 
tioned war problems concerned with 
dioceses under the French Government, 
which were closed to British 
missionaries, and those under the 
authority of Germany or Russia—the 
Churches of Norway, Denmark, 
Holland and Finland. The French 
Protestant Church was, he said, keenly 
missionary, but from none of those 
occupied countries could money or 
medical supplies be sent to their 
missionaries in India, China, Africa, 
Madagascar, the East Indies and other 
places. 


TWO CHALLENGES 


_ There were also the problems of the 
increased cost of everything abroad, 
and most things at home, the decline 
for years in home contributions to the 
Church’s work abroad, and the 
financial losses sustained by many 
generous supporters, But, in spite of 
that, there was a challenge to the 
Church at home through the present 
state of the Church overseas—a 
challenge to set their house in order 
at the home base, and for the societies 
to work more in co-operation and 
association. Too often loyalty to a 
society was substituted for the vision 
of the Kingdom of God. 

If the eyes of churchmen and church- 
women were fixed upon the needs of the 
world rather than on their own par- 
ticular prejudices, differences of out- 
look and ritual would be ignored, and 
the belief that they professed in their 
creed in one Holy Catholic Church 
would manifest itself in deeds 
of sympathetic understanding, part- 
nership and co-operation between the 
members of their own faith concern- 
ing missionary work. 

‘The present was also a chall to 
missionary study. There was also a 
challenge to more missionary interces- 
sion in private and public worship. 
And there was, lastly, a call to con- 
secration for the work for which Christ 
founded his Church—the evangelisa- 
tien of the world. Only when His 
people were missionaries in heart and 
soul, and sought to carry out His 
Divine poe of the redemption of 
‘mankind, could the cause of righteous- 


-. 


ness, Justice, peace and love prevail 


in the world. 


The Service was attended by the 
Primate, the Archbishop of Dublin, 
all the Irish Bishops, except the 
Bishops of Down and Derry, three 
Bishops representing the missionary 
churches of India, China and Japan; 
the Dean of St. Patrick’s and Dean 
of Christ Church Cathedrals, and the 
chapters of the two cathedrals. 

It began with the singing of the 
hymn, ‘Oh! What the - and the 
Glory Must Be,” as the procession, 
led the Divinity Students of Dub- 
lin University, advened. The music 
included Vaughan Williams’s Festival 
Te Deum, Bach's chorale, ‘‘ Jesu, Joy 
of Man’s Desiring.” and the motet, 
“God Be in My Head.”

A further number of the Broadsheet

The British Prime Minister has 
appointed Mr, T. L, Rowan to be one 
of his private secretaries.

South and North 


When Dáil Eireann met in Dublin 
yesterday, in response to an urgent 
summons from the Taoiseach, the subject 
of discussion was the possibility that com- 
pulsory military service may be applied to 
the six -counties of Northern Ireland. 
Mr. de Valera made a short statement to 
the House. He was followed by Messrs. 
Cosgrave and Norton, leaders, respectively, 
of the Fine Gael and Labour parties; but 
none of the three speakers contributed 
anything new towards the solution of a 
problem that is bristling with all sorts 
of difficulties. By this time Mr. de 
Valera’s attitude towards Northern Ire~- 
land is, or ought to be, well known. He 
always has regarded the ‘partition of 
| Ireland as a crime, perpetrated against 
this country by the British Government. 
In all fairness to the Taoiseach, it must 
be admitted that he has been reasonably 
consistent on this point. Time and time 
again he has declared publicly that he is 
determined to do everything in his power 
to bring about the reunion of Ireland— 
the historic Ireland of the thirty-two 
counties. One gathers from his pro- 
nouncements that if the six counties of 
Northern Ireland should become part of 
Eire to-morrow, the only noticeable 
difference from the outside world’s stand- 
point would be that all Ireland, instead 
of only Eire, would become neutral. He 
also has declared that his ideal is to see 
all Ireland Gaelic. It is not unnatural 
that the people of the majority in the six 
counties should resent Mr. de Valera’s 
attitude; it also is not unnatural that 
those inhabitants of the six counties whose 
sympathies lean towards Eire rather than 
towards Great Britain should regard Mr. 
de Valera as a potential deliverer from 
Stormont’s hated yoke; and that, having 
intervened successfully on one occasion 
with the British Government in respect 
of the conscription issue, he should be 
expected now to intervene again. His 
position at the moment is as delicate as 
it is anomalous. He is the Prime 
Minister of a neutral State. He is the 
author of a national Constitution which 
lays claim to the territory of the six 
county area; but, in practice, he and his 
Ministers always have recognised the 
separate existence of the Northern State. 
As we have pointed out on many occasions 
during the last ten years, Mr. de Valera 
and his colleagues always have insisted on 
dealings with London rather than with 
Belfast. In this way, although they 
probably never have realised the fact, 
they almost have connived at partition. 
If they had dealt directly with the North 
an immensity of trouble and misunder- 
standing might have been saved. We do 
not hesitate to say that, in some respects, 
the responsibility for the continuance and 
widening of the gap between North and 
South must be borne by Dublin as well as 
by London or Belfast. 

We realise that, in the present crisis, 
nothing could be worse than recrimina- 
tions of any kind. The issue must be 
faced squarely by all Irishmen on both 
sides of the border; and any attempt to 
make political capital out of such a 
serious problem would be criminal. We 
have said already, and we repeat now, 
that, in our opinion, the enforcement of 
compulsory service in Northern Ireland 
would be deplorable. It would tend to 
undo much of the good that has been done 
in this country of recent years—and par- 
ticularly of recent months. It would 
revive old domestic bitternesses, and 
would encourage the world’s belief in the 
Lloyd George thesis—that there are two 
distinct races in our country. From the 
British standpoint, insistence on con- 
scription in the six counties would be 
exceedingly unwise, since it would rekindle 
hatreds and prejudices that were beginning 
to burn themselves out ; and we feel sure— 
or, at least, we venture to hope—that, 
when Mr. Winston Churchill and his 
colleagues give serious thought to the 
matter, they will agree that the game is 
not worth the candle. The one real 
danger, as we see it, is that a situation 
may be created in which, as it were, the 
irresistible force may meet the immovable 
body—that questions of national prestige 
may become involved on both sides of the 
Irish Sea, and that relations between 
Ireland and her cross-Channel neighbour 
may be plunged back into the dismal 
morass from which they were rescued by 
the Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921. For 
that reason, we would plead with every- 
body concerned to refrain from any act 
or word that might bedevil an already 
grim condition of affairs. The speeches 
in Dáil Eireann yesterday were wisely 
restrained, although Mr, William Norton 
hardly seems to be the person to whom 
the task of expressing the ordinary man’s 
point of view should be entrusted. There 
probably will be further speeches to-day ; 
and all that we can hope is that the 
words of the humblest back-bencher will 
be weighed with care. Meetings such as 
that which took place in College Green 
last evening ean do nothing but harm. 
They give self-opinionated malcontents a 
chance to air their views in public; and, 
while they may not be taken very seriously 
in this country, the mere fact that they 
are reported abroad is a source of danger. 
We are opposed whole-heartedly to the 
suggestion that the young men of the six 
counties should be conscribed; but we 
feel strongly that the most certain way 
in which to make conscription inevitable’ 
is to stir up an agitation in Eire against 
either the Northern or the British Govern- 
ment. It must be remembered that the 
British People are engaged in a war, the 
outcome of which involves the continued 
existence of their country as a Great 
Power. Small States have ceased to 
expect any particular consideration from 
belligerent States; but Ireland’s relations 
to Great Britain are in a category of their 
own. We believe that the British Govern- 
ment may be won over to the view that 
compulsion in this country would be a 
mistake; but it never will allow itself to 
be browbeaten. For that reason we would 


plead with our own Government, as well | 
as with members of Dail Eireann, and al) 
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Already there has been too much talk; 
the occasion is far too grave for bombastic 
or minatory speeches. 


& Planning for Peace 
Town-planning, is essentially an art of 
peace, and it is not unmatural, perhaps, 
that the people of Dublin display little 
interest in it nowadays. Only a few 
brave souls, like Mr. Manning Robertson, 
who appealed for greater public interest 
in it at a meeting of the Alexandra 
College Guild during the week-end, keep 
the civic flag flying. Across the Channel, 
on the other hand, where one might 
expect the subject of town-planning to be 
thrust even further into the background, 
a lively interest is taken in it: The 
experts realise that, for the first time in 
generations, England has been presented 
with a golden opportunity to make away 
with some of the worst features of her 
industrial civilisation, and to replace them 
by a healthier and more attractive 
environment. While the English country- 
side remains, for the most part, a pleasant 
place, the “poor quarters’ of the 
industrial cities are as ugly and as 


| unattractive as anywhere on earth. Few 


English cities can show conditions parallel 
to those of the Dublin tenements, where 
a dozen families find shelter, of a sort, 
beneath the roof of a house that was 
intended to accommodate one; but 
Dublin, by way of compensation, can 
rejoice that she is almost entirely barren 
of the huge areas of “ back-to-back ”’ 
houses that form the centre of existence 
for millions of English men, women and 
children. These streets have been a cause 
of alarm to British reformers for many a 
long year; they detect in them all the 
evils which we attribute to the Dublin 


tenement slums—lacking, however, the 
strange and rather fine sense of 
camaraderie which so often has been 


engendered among the slum-dwellers of 
our city. They have cried aloud for the 
abolition of these streets, and their 
replacement by new streets of detached 
houses, every one with its garden; but 
they almost had lost hope of any such 
reform. The difficulties were enormous. 
Industry demanded—the demand has 
been heard on this side also—that the 
workers should be housed in the smallest 
possible area around their factories; 
vested interests were formidable, and the 
task itself was so huge that there seemed 
little hope of its realisation in less than 
a hundred years. They had not reckoned 
on the Gérman aircraft. Whole streets 
in certain cities have been levelled with 
the ground; whole districts have been 
rendered uninhabitable. The streets are 
not being rebuilt, and the districts are 
not being repopulated: what would be the 
use, so long as the danger of return visits 
from Genera] Goring’s aircraft remains? 
They.will be left derelict and in ruins 
until the war is over—but what will 
happen to them then? 

Will the British towns be rebuilt pre- 
cisely as they were in the bad old days, 
or will the opportunity to create something 
better out of the ruins be seized? In the 
minds of intelligent people there can be 
no doubt about the more desirable course. 
They believe that out of her very mis- 
fortune England has derived a chance to 
improve the living conditions of her 
people, to create cities which will be 
pleasant places instead of warrens. Let 
that be rebuilt—they say—which deserves 
to be rebuilt; let the rest be changed 


utterly. Already there is a call for the 
immediate replanning of England. The 
British Government has accepted the 


principle of a central planning authority 
for post-war reconstruction; but as yet 
no detailed schemes have been submitted, 
although the chairman of the Manchester 
Corporation’s Town Planning Committee, 
for one, has insisted that any temporary 
schemes of repair must not be allowed to 
prejudice the comprehensive plan of 
development that will be set afoot in more 
favourable conditions. Whether planning 
will remain a duty of the loca) authorities 
has yet to be seen. There is a strong 
movement across the Channel for the 
“‘ decentralisation ” of local government— 
in other words, for the regrouping of the 
entire country into a limited number of 
“‘regions,”’ instead of the multitude of 
more or less tiny areas that constitute 
it at present. Yet, whoever does the work, 
the necessity for a replanning of England 
is evident, and we have sufficient con- 
fidence in our neighbours’ common-sense 
to assume that the new England will be 
a more healthy and beautiful place than 
the old. Is there any reason why similar 
forethought should not be taken in our 
own country? Ireland may be fortunate 
enough to escape the horrors of war, and, 
in consequence, may lack the British 
impetus to rebuilding; but the need of 
replanning is clear enough. Most of our 
country towns furnish in themselves the 
best reason why people should want to 
get out of them, while the discomforts of 
Dublin are great enough to justify a very 
extensive programme of planning and 
reconstruction. The Corporation is 
already in possession of a suitable plan. 
Must it be allowed to decay in a drawer 
until the war is over? Would we not be 
far wiser to bring it into effect at the 
earliest possible moment, and to start 
work, in accordance with it, while an 
abundance of labour is available? The 
country may be short of steel and certain 
other building materials; but roads can 
be built without imported materials ; open 
spaces can be set out; the foundations for 
housing colonies can be laid. England's 
motives for delay do not apply to 
Ireland. 


Jonah and the Whale 


“And Jonah was in the belly of the 
fish three days and three nights.” This 
sentence, from the authorised version of 
the Bible, has caused a considerable 
amount: of controversy and discussion in 
the past. For years men and women have 
been debating an the probable authen- 
ticity of this report. “The question has, 
in fact, been one of the main points of 
difference between those who take the 


| from a more materialistic point of view. 


Up to the present, however, no satis- 
factory conclusion has been reached by 
either side; for the men of science could 
not state with absolute certainty whether 
or not it was possible for a whale to 
swallow a man. All doubt now has been 
removed. It has been established finally 
that it is quite possible for a man to be 
swallowed by a whale. Accerding to a 
Press Association message from Phila- 
delphia, Dr. Eugene Maximilian Karl 
Geiling, a Professor of Pharmacology at 
Chicago University, crawled through the 
gullet of a dead whale in order to see 
for himself whether there was sufficient 
room for a man there. It was, no doubt, 
an unpleasant experience for the pro- 
fessor, but he announced when he 
reappeared that he had established once 
and for all the fact that Jonah could 
have been swallowed by a whale. This 
investigation, however, settles only one 
half of the question. From now on every- 
body must accept the fact that Jonah 
actually was swallowed by a whale, but 
whether or not he ever could recover 
from it is another matter. Professor 
Geiling remarked that ‘‘a number of 
whalers, whose families have been whaling 
for generations, say that their fathers 
told them of cases in which men thrown 
and washed overboard were swallowed by 
whales.” ‘They were never seen again, 
though,” remarked the professor, some- 
what laconically. The problem also has 
been treated in literature from time to 
time. Many books about the sea contain 
references to men who were swallowed by 
whales, and Rudyard Kipling’s most 
delightful ‘“‘just-so’’ story, “How the 
Whale got his Throat,” endeavours to 
explain in a most-amusing fashion why 
it is no longer possible for a whale to 
swallow a man. Professor Geiling’s 
experiment, while it seems like a victory 
for the people who take the Bible, word 
for word, as infallibly authentic, might 
easily renew the controversy, for while 
the materialists may admit that Jonah 
was swallowed by a whale, they never 
will admit that he could appear again.

Historic Building Destroyed 


One of the few historic buildings in 
the City of London destroyed in a raid 
was the house of Queen Katharine Parr, 
last of the wives of Henry VIII. It 
was situated in Charterhouse Square, 
where it was known as the Dower House. 
Katharine Parr lived there, both before 
her marriage and afterwards, as it was 
her home when she was Lady Parr, and 
again when she married Admiral Seymour 
after the death of the King. Of its 
Tudor panelled rooms and beautiful 
herringbone brickwork there now remains 
only four walls and two Tudor fireplaces. 
The house was a kind of museum, housing 
many relics of its past, discovered in the 
walls and under the floors when it was 
being reconditioned. All these were 
destroyed in the fire.

Stranger than Fiction 


The Halifax Fire Brigade recently made 
history by arriving at the scene of a fire, 
and having everything in readiness to deal 
with it, a few minutes before the fire had 
even started. A new hose was being tested 
at the dockside, and a jet of water 
merrily playing in the air, when a boat 
alongside picked this convenient moment 
to burst into flame. All the firemen had 
to do was to change the aim of their 
hose. 

The second tall story deals with the 
food question. Now that we are so short 
of wheat we can hardly imagine any 
Government paying farmers not to grow 
it. But that is exactly what is happen- 
ing in Canada to-day, where a tremendous 
surplus of wheat is stored in the 
granaries, a precious cereal that there 
cannot be sold, just as here it cannot be 
bought 

The farmers are being subsidised $4 
per acre when they plough, but do not 
sow ‘their land with wheat; in other 
words, they are being paid to reduce their 
wheat acreage by sowing something else 
instead. 


The Life of a Clock 


The length of a clock’s life should 
depend, by all accounts, on the price that 
is paid for it; but apparently this is by 
no means the case. A few days ago an 
acquaintance dropped his alarm clock. 
Being a heavy sleeper, and unable to wake 
without one, he went straight into the 
shop where it was bought. 

It was a very expensive alarm clock, as 
alarm clocks go, and had never lost a 
minute in eight years. In the shop— 
which incidentally happens to be one of 
the largest clock shops in town—he was 
toll that actually there was nothing 
serious wrong with it, but for all that, 
it could not be repaired. 

The only reason offered to account for 
this statement was the fact that the clock 
had become obsolete. When questioned 
further the assistant admitted with 
extreme reluctance that the patterns of 
most clocks and watches—even the expen- 
sive ones—are changed every six or seven 
years, and if your favourite ten-guinea 
watch goes out of order after that time, 
it is just too bad. 

Tt seems that all clocks and watches are 
either expected to last for ever, or to have 
a uniform life of six or seven years. To 
me this looks uncommonly like a bit of 
sharp practice on the part of the clock 
manufacturers to ensure that everybody 
buys new clocks fairly regularly.

The Late Mr. Sackett 


By the death of Mr. Frederic Moseley 
Sackett, a former United States Amba:- 
sador to Germany, a notable figure in the 
legal and business life of America passes 
from the stage of life. 

He was a distinguished graduate of 
Harvard University, and, like a nymber 
of his fellow-students who specialised in 
jurisprudence, he went, after taking his 
degree, to Tubingen, and attended courses 
in political and legal history. Later that 
university conferred on him its degree of 
Doctor of Political Science. ‘ 

The latter vears of last century and 
the first decade of the present saw con- 
siderable industrial] activity all over the 
middle and Southern States of the Union, 
and, ‘ike quite a number of enterprising 
attorneys of the period, M. Sackett identi- 
fied himself with the exploitation of coal- 
mining and publie lighting undertakings, 
and rapidiy became one of the leading 
commercial men in the States of Kentucky 
and Ohio. 4 

Nominallyga Republican, ex-President 
Hoover gave him the appointment as the 
U.S. representative at Berlin, not so much 
on account of his services to his party 1s 
in recognition of the fact that he had a 
fluent command of German, and was con- 
versant with the trends of social and 
military affairs in the Reich from the 
eclipse of Stresemann. 

During the years 1930-33 that he was in 
Berlin he made the acquaintance of men 
who are now in tke front ranks of the 
National Socialist Party. One can but

Speaking at a Press conference, he 
said that the statements about convoy- 
ing by Admiral Raeder, Commander- 
in-Chief of the German Navy, appeared 
to be some sort of threat to induce 
the United States, and probably other 
American nations, to refrain from 
making real efforts in their own defence 
until Hitler got control of the high 
seas of the world and of other Conti- 
nents. 

It was a system, Mr. Hull said, 
which Hitler had uged in the case of 
many European countries, either by 
threats or persuasion, to induce them 
to -refrain from any real defence 
measures until he was ready to seize 
them. 

Mr. Hull declared that Admiral 
Raeder’s statement seemed to be an 
integral part of & programme of world 
conquest by force,

Agency that German warships ‘‘ would, 
if need be, resort to arms if they 
were prevented through United States 
men-of-war , from exercising their 
rights '. in dealing with convoys of 
war materials to Britain.

ERROLL MURDER 
TRIAL OPENS 


BARONET PLEADS

Faem Revran's CoRRESPONDENT.

The trial of Sir Delves Broughton 
on a charge of murdering Lord Erroll 
opened here to-day before the Chief 
ustice of Kenya and a jury of twelve. 
The court was crowded. 

Speaking with a firm voice, Sir 
Delves pleaded “not guilty” when 
charged. 

Lord Erroll was found shot in a car 
outside Nairobi on January 24th last. 

Assistant Police Superintendent 
Poppy testified regarding Broughton’s 
atatements to the police, tests made 
in the car with bullets and the in- 
vestigations at Broughton's home, 
adds the Associated Press. 

In the course of cross-examination 
the superintendent disclosed that Lord 
Erroll was associated with a Fascist 
movement and had addressed meetings 
in Kenya. . On searching Lord Erroll’s 
residence after the murder ho found & 
quantity of Fascist literature, includ- 
ing books by Moseley and a Fascist 
membership card. 

Mr. H. H. Morris, K.C., the famous 
Johannesburg barrister, who is defend- 
ing Sir Delves Broughton, suggested 
that the Earl of Erroll’s death was 
due to political reasons. He had known 
many prominent Kenya Fascists, now 
interned. 

Crown Counsel, however, pointed 
out that the Earl was chairman of the 
Kenya Man-power Committee, and 
was later Assistant Military Secre- 


tary.

Nurse May White said she saw the 
infant put to bed in an armchair in a 
china pantry near the entrance to the 
nursing home.

that gravely perturb my mind at the 
present moment, I do not intend to 
add any more, being convinced that 
anything in the nature of a prolonged 
debate here can do little to help the 
solution of this very grave problem. 


MR. NORTON 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour) said: 
I desire on behalf of the people I 
represent to support the protest which 
has been made by An Taoiseach against 
the conscription of our own people in 
the six counties of this country. 
Among all sections of our people there 
has been a universal and enduring 
recognition that the partition of this 
country was a crime committed by a 
powerful neighbour against a small 
anc peaceful country. That partition 
has represented the mutilation of an 
ancient territorially and _ racially 
indivisible country. That partition 
has constituted a suppurating wound 
which has poisoned the relations be- 
tween the two countries for many 
years. Faced as we were with that 
national indignity, the national aspira- 
tions of our people were expressed in a 
passionate longing for the re-integration 
of the six counties with their mother- 
land, and Irmshmen of all creeds and 
classes have joined in an endeavour to 
promote a course of relations between 
the two countries which would be con- 
summated in the re-unification of the 
country into one indivisible unit. _ 

If, in the face of these aspirations, 
the British Government were now not 
merely to maintain partition but to im- 
pose conscription on our people of the 
six counties, we could only regard that 
as a calculated act of malice against a 
small country, struggling to lead its 
own life. The conscription of our 
people in the six counties would be 
an outrage of every canon of liberty 
by a nation that proclaims its 
adherence to the principles of liberty 
‘and justice, and which should demon- 
strate its practical recognition of it by 
applying | uwe principles to the people 
of the six counties who have no desire 
to remain under external domination. 


A SOLEMN DUTY 

To dragoon our people in the six 
counties to fight for an invading force 
is to do violence, not merely to inter- 
national law, but to do violence to 
human rights as well; and, if this act 
of aggression were persisted in, we 
would be entitled to raise justifiabie 
doubts as' to whether high-sounding 
hrases that have been used by the 
British Government have a real and 
sincere meaning, or whether they have 
only a propaganda value. The con- 
scription of our people in the six 
counties will be resented by Irishmen 
there, here and all over the world. It 
will be resented by Irishmen of all 
creeds and classes. 
The people of the North are Irish- 
men, not British. They belong to this 


nation, and they belong to no other 
nation. As a nation we have a solemn 
duty in this hour of danger. That duty 
is to protect in every possible way our 
own kith and kin — to resist the 
national indignity that now threatens 
them from without. And in our 
endeavour to protect them we must 
mobilise public opinion here, public 
opinion in the greater Ireland beyond 
the seas, to frustrate this new act of 
aggression against our people, this new 
attempt by the British Government to 
impose upon our people the conscrip- 
tion which they resent. And we must 
in our endeavours strain every possible 
nerve to ensure that our people will 
not be left helpless in the fight that 1s 
now being forced upon them. 

The Dail then adjourned until 3 
p.m. to-day (Tuesday). 


During the evening the Fine Gael 
Party met at Leinster House and dis- 
cussed the position regarding partition.
